The omission of Senator Ing alls from the 
list o f invited g uests at President Cleveland’s 
last Cabinet dinner is the very first solace that 
the I Km x rats have realized for their bad de 
feat in Novemlier, and they are making the 
most of it. 
Iug all.s is charg ed with bavin 
abused the President in vulg ar aud malicious 
terms, and it electrifies the party even in these 
last day s to see the Great Defeated “ g et his 
back up.” 
Nevertheless, the affair is not 
g oing to breed a revolution. 
Mr. Cleveland 
will g o quietly out of office in March, and 
Mr. Ing alls will be allowed with equal quiet 
ness and peace to remain in the Senate. 
The 
difficulty will all be over then, and it can 
hardly be claimed that the vanquished one is 
lie who remains upon the field. 
There appears to lie some misunderstand 
ing about the cause of the much vaunted 
“ snub.” 
It is incomprehensible that the 
President should have soug ht to rebuke the 
Senator for lang uag e relating to himself, for 
Mr. Ing alls several weeks ag o denied havin' 
ever cast any personal reflections upon Mr. 
Cleveland. 
lie had criticised his public and 
political acts only , a proceeding which i 
every where conceded to be leg itimate. 
The 
President must have read his disclaimer, 
which was manly , and the truth o f which 
has not been disputed. 
The courtesy of an invitation was due to 
Mr. Ing alls, not as Senator but as acting Vice 
President. 
It was ex tended to him last y ear, 
thoug h he had been as free and sharp in his 
criticisms previously as he has been since 
But a new cause o f discord had appeared in 
the person of Secretary W hitney ’s wife.

Democratic politics in New J ersey are in a 
bad way . A g reat deal of Democratic money 
was sjvont to carry New J ersey , because its 
electoral vote would be necessary along with 
that o f New York to elect Cleveland, and 
hence it occupied apparently a pivotal posi­ 
tion, 
Then ag ain a Senator was to be 
elected. 
and 
the 
Democratic 
party , 
which 
had 
not 
counted 
upon the rev 
olution 
in 
Delaware, 
saw 
the 
op 
portumty to make the Senate Democratic by 
carry ing the Leg islature aud electing Thur 
man to the chair of the Senate, where he 
would have the casting vote. 
The Demo­ 
cratic victory in New J ersey was larg e and 
sweeping enoug h to lie satisfactory , for the 
electoral vote and the Leg islature were both 
secured. 
But Democratic ex pectations else­ 
where miscarried, and the triumph was de­ 
prived entirely o f national importance. 
The Leg islature is now in session, and the 
time for the election of a United States Sen 
ator is close at hand. 
If Mr. Cleveland had 
been re-elected there is little doubt that ex 
Gov. Leon Abbott would have a walk over, 
for McPherson has alway s been distrusted 
by the free traders. 
But Abbett finds tin 
influences on which he relied at Washing ton 
to be utterly powerless and provokinirly in 
different, while the forces at home are con 
sidering ag ain the benefits of protection. 
So 
he is doomed to certain defeat, while Mc­ 
Pherson is hopeful o f success, if a Democrat 
is elected. 
But there has loomed up very larg e I f in 
the path o f the party . 
As usual, there were 
not enoug h offices to g o around among the 
hung ry ones when the org anization o f the 
two houses was made, and the result is eig ht 
disg usted Democratic members who declare 
that they will not enter any caucus for the 
nomination of a Senator. They say that they 
ex pect to vote for a Democrat, but will not 
be bound by a caucus nomination. 
It would 
require the votes o f only three o f these kick­ 
ers to bring about a dead lock and make the 
election of any Democratic Senator impossi­ 
ble without their consent. 
There is g eneral 
alarm over the prospect, and this is intensi­ 
fied by the activity of Republican candidates 
and leaders. 
There is pretended fear o f Re­ 
publican money , thoug h there is no man in 
the state who could outbid Abbett in the 
purchase o f votes, or who is less scrupulous 
in the use o f means to accomplish his ends. 
The vote for Senator in the two houses 
will take place on Tuesday of nex t week, 
and on Wednesday the joint meeting will be 
held for the completion o f the election. 
There is likely to be a deadlock, thoug h it is 
improbable that a Republican will be chosen. 
The outcome is much more likely to be like 
that o f 1887, when the Democratic caucus 
nominee was defeated by Rufus Blodg ett, an 
independent Democrat, who was elected by 
Republican votes.

THE PRESIDENT AND SENATOR INGALLS. 


The omission of Senator Ingalls from the 
list of invited guests at President Cleveland s 
last Cabinet dinner is the very first solace that 
the Dimjcrats have realized for their bad da- 
feat in November, and they are making the 
most of it. 
Ingalls is charged with having 
abused the President in vulgar aud malicious 
terms, and it electrifies the party even in these 
last days to sec the Great Defeated “ get his 
back up.” Nevertheless, the affair is not 
going to breed a revolution. 
Mr. Cleveland 
will go quietly out of office in March, aDd 
Mr. Ingalls will be allowed with equal quiet­ 
ness and peace to remain in the Senate. 
The 
difficulty will all be over then, and it caa 
hardly be claimed that the vanquished one is 
he who remains upon the field. 
There appears to be some misunderstand­ 
ing about the cause of the much vaunted 
“ snub.” 
It is incomprehensible that the 
President should have sought to rebuke the 
Seuator for language relating to himself, for 
Mr. Ingalls several weeks ago denied having 
ever cast any personal reflections upon Mr. 
Cleveland. 
He had criticised his public and 
political acts only, a proceeding which is 
everywhere conceded to be legitimate. 
The 
President must have read his disclaimer, 
which was manly, and the truth of which 
has not been disputed. 
The courtesy of an invitation was due to 
Mr. Ingalls, not as Senator but as acting Vice- 
President. 
It was extended to him last year, 
though he had been as free and sharp in his 
criticisms previously as he has been since. 
But a new cause of discord had appeared in 
the person of Secretary W hitney’s wife. 
This lady had, in a published interview, ac 
cused the Senator of circulating the scandals 
about the President that were made promi 
ncnt soon after the election in the Now York 
Times. 
It was this accusation that provoked 
the Senator to utter against her a charge of 
falsehood, and to declare that only her sex 
shielded her from such punishment as a slan­ 
derer deserves, 
llad the Senator attended 
the dinner, he would, by his rank, have 
been 
seated 
face 
to 
face 
with 
Mrs 
Whitney. 
He foresaw how embarrassing 
the situation would lie to her and to himself 
and indicated several days in advance his in 
tention not to attend and a feeling of entire sat 
isfaction with the expectation that an invita 
tion would lie withheld. . The President had 
no alternative. 
He must either pass over a 
member of his Cabinet in his invitations to 
Cabinet dinner, or the acting Vice President 
He could hardly be expected to give the prcf 
erenctto a gentleman of the opposite party 
with w'»ora he had hardly a personal ac 
quaintamc, aud whom he had a right to re 
card as his political enemy. 
Thc| act of 1I12 
President, hough savoring of discourtesy, 
was practicaty unavoidable under the cir 
cumstanccs, aid those Democratic papers do 
injustice to Mr.cieveland in trying to prove 
him guilty of ntentional boorishness and 
then commcndingiiim for it! 
The affair may Uaccepted by Mrs. Whit 
ncy and her husbands a satisfactory vindi 
caUou of the lady fr«n so serious a charge 
as willtuv MntruthfuliNg. 
it may lie entirely 
satisfactory to the Sectary's notions of 
manhood to reflect that g; wjfe an,i her ac 
cuser have not been perinlc,| 
through the 
partiality of the President, to raeet at the 
White House table. 
But w,.n ^ir Ingalls 
declared that if Mrs. Whitn* ]1!U[ been 
man some serious act of chastcment might 
have been expected, there w ei\ those who 
believed that her husband would ake Up the 
challenge. 
He has not done so; h i,as not 
even noticed the rather daring ana very of 
fensive language. 
As long as he retrains si 
lent the accusation stands. 
If the Prtsident 
felt obliged to “snub” Mr. Ingalls to ««vis the 
wife of the Secretary of the Navy fro 
facing him, in what position does it leave the 
Whitneys ? 


NEW JERShY POLITICS. 


Democratic politics in New Jersey are in a 
bad way. A great deal of Democratic money 
was 8|>ent to carry New Jersey, lie cause its 
electoral vote would be necessary along with 
that of New York to elect Cleveland, and 
hence it occupied apparently a pivotal posi­ 
tion, 
Then again a Senator was to be 
elected. 
and 
the 
Democratic 
party, 
which 
had 
not counted 
upon the rev­ 
olution 
in 
Delaware, 
saw 
the 
op­ 
portunity to make the Senate Democratic by 
carrying the Legislature aud electing Thur­ 
man to the chair of the Senate, where he 
would have the casting vote. 
The Demo­ 
cratic victory in New Jersey was large and 
sweeping enough to be satisfactory, for the 
electoral vote and the Legislature were both 
secured. 
But Democratic expectations else­ 
where miscarried, and the triumph was de­ 
prived entirely of national importance. 
The Legislature is now in session, and the 
time for the election of a United States Sen­ 
ator is close at hand. 
If Mr. Cleveland had 
been re-elected there is little doubt that ex- 
Gov. Leon Abbott would have a walk over, 
for McPherson has always been distrusted 
by the free traders. 
But Abbett finds the 
influences on which he relied at Washington 
to be utterly powerless and provokingly in­ 
different, while the forces at home are con­ 
sidering again the benefits of protection. 
So 
he is doomed to certain defeat, while Mc­ 
Pherson is hopeful of success, if a Democrat 
is elected. 
But there has loomed up very large If in 
the path of the party. 
As usual, there were 
not enough offices to go around among the 
hungry ones when the organization of the 
two houses was made, and the result is eight 
disgusted Democratic mcmliers who declare 
that they will not enter any caucus for the 
nomination of a Senator. They say that they 
expect to vote for a Democrat, but will not 
be hound by a caucus nomination. 
It would 
require the votes of only three of these kick­ 
ers to bring about a dead-lock and make the 
election of any Democratic Seuator impossi 
ble without their consent. 
There is general 
alarm over the prospect, and this is intensi 
tied by the activity of Republican candidates 
and leaders. 
There is pretended fear of Re 
publican money, though there is no man in 
the state who could outbid Abbett in the 
purchase of votes, or who is less scrupulous 
in the use of means to accomplish his ends. 
The vote for Senator in the two houses 
will take place on Tuesday of next week, 
and on Wednesday the joint meeting will be 
held for the completion of the election. 
There is likely to be a deadlock, though it is 
improbable that a Republican will be chosen. 
The outcome is much more likely to be like 
that of 1887, when the Democratic caucus 
nominee was defeated by Rufus Blodgett, an 
independent Democrat, who was elected by 
Republican votes.

Out of this single enthusiasm of a dull life­ 
time came the tenderness which has ever 
since animated all Gen. Harrison’s feelings 
toward soldiers. 
It is like a man’s remera- 
orance of a youthful sweetheart. It is, so far 
asean be seen,the one exception to the rule of 
reason and logic that dominates the life of 
the President-elect. 
How far the exception 
will extend and how' great an influence it will 
lie on the course of the Administration is a 
matter that only time can reveal. 
It will 
certainly reach as high as a first-class Post 
Office, and it may tell in even more impor­ 
tant official matters. 
In matters of a personal 
and social nature connected with the Admin­ 
istration it may even become a predominant 
influence. 
It is safe to predict, at the very 
least, that during the next four years a Grand 
Army button will be a better passport at the 
White House than a bundle of letters of re­ 
commendations from politicians, and that 
there will lie a readier hearing there for the 
man who fought at Resaca than for the one 
who made the battle in the Sixteenth prcciut 
of the Eleventh ward.

T he C hurch believes religion co n ­ 
sists in the rig h t relations of the individual 
to God, but tiie C hurch has not accepted the 
second com m and—th at we are to love o u r 
neighbor as ourselves. 
M odem society is uot 
built on it. 
Let a man go into business. One 
of you start into business to-m orrow on 
that 
principle, 
and

’I'he 
w orld 
is 
not 
rloiug 
business 
.on 
that 
principle. 
Because the true relations of m an to his fel­ 
low man have not been accepted either by the 
church or the w orld, we find deep m utter- 
ings to-day. 
T h e church has left the study 
of these socialogical problem s, the great pro­ 
blems of our day, and w hich will be the great 
problem s of com iug generations, uutil they 
are settled, to others. They will never be set­ 
tled right until they are settled according to 
the principles of the gospel of C hrist. 
W e 
m ust be forced to conclude, even from his­ 
tory, th at there never will be peace in m an’s 
relations to his fellow m an, and that w ar l»e- 
tween classes will never cease, u n til the 
teachings of Jesus C hrist concerning the re­ 
lations of m an to his fellow have been ac­ 
cepted, have perm eated society until new so­ 
cial and industrial teachings are based upon 
C hrist, until to love m an as you loye y o u r­ 
self is practical aud not poetical.”

“ It is the great position of the church to ­ 
day to study these socialogical problem s, and 
to bring to bear the principles of the gospel 
of C hrist to their solution. 
Society ought to. 
be perm eated w ith C hristian influences and 
built upon C hristian principles. 
T he pecu­ 
liar w ork of the church iu this generation be­ 
comes necessary, and will rem ain our w ork 
u n til it is finished. 
It is to apply those teach­ 
ings of the w ord of C hrist to society— to the 
life of the com m unity. 
T his is one of the 
great aim s of the Alliance. 
T he most intelli­ 
gent C hristian m en of the com m unity are 
brought together. 
They study the problem s 
of their own tow n. 
E very com m unity has 
its ow n*pecul'ur problem s to solve. • 'T hey 
need local study and local treatm ent. 
T hey 
get together and ask ‘ W h at is there in our 
com m unity w hich prevents progress tow ard 
the K ingdom o f H eaven ? ’ 
W e believe the 
tim e is com ing w hen through these m ethods 
the principles of C hrist are actually to p er­ 
m eate and penetrate life and save com m uni­ 
ties. 
In visitation y o u r aim is to save every 
soul of this com m unity. 
N ot sim ply to get 
facts, but to bring every one to a know ledge 
of the L ord Jesus C hrist. 
C hurches have 
found that som ething m ore m ust be done 
than to open the doors to everybody in the 
com m unity and bid them welcom e. 
If the 
m ountaiu w ill not come to M ahom et, M a­ 
hom et m ust go to the m ountain. 
If the 
m asses w ill not com e to the church the 
church m ust go to the masses. 
T h a t is sim ­ 
ply obeying the injunction of the M aster: 
‘ Go into the highways aud hedges and com­ 
pel them to come in, that my house may be 
filled.’ ” 
THERE MUST BE SOME 9Y8TEM. 
“ T here m ust be some system . 
By visita 
tion is not m eant sim ply a canvass. 
A can ­ 
vasser goes to the house a stranger and often 
leaves it a stranger. 
H e can exert very little 
influence. 
He m ay not eveu get facts, but 
get m any falsehoods. 
A bout uine out of 10 
persons will give the Im pression to the can­ 
vasser th at they are church-goers. 
A Pastor 
o f a church in N ew -Y ork, the other day, 


visité(1 a fam ily and inquired If they were 
church goers. 
‘O, yes.’ 
‘W here do you a t­ 
tend ? ’ 
• We go to a B aptist C hurch over the 
w ay.’ 
‘Do you attend re g u la rly ? ’ 
‘Y es.’ 
‘Well, I am P astor of th at church, and I 
have not recognized your faces.’ 
‘W ell—our 
children som etim es go 
there to 
Sunday 
School.’ 
Some of the regular church-goers 
have found it was 14 years since they last 
w ent to church. 
T here m ust be repeated 
visitations. 
T hey m ust be followed up. You 
are becom ing actually acquainted w ith these 
people. 
By gaining their respect and ac 
quuintancesldp you will secure influence, in ­ 
fluence to be used to w in that fam ily to 
church and to C hrist. 
E x ert jo u r influence 
indirectly u-j well as directly. 
Use wisdom 
and tact. 
Show good com m on sense. W hen 
the heart is full ot 
C hrist the lips w ill not 
m ake many blunders. 
If you cannot reach 
them seek some one w ho can. read» 
them . 
Make the question ;1 study. 
Y’ou niust know 
facts that bcAr upon their lives. 
T ake as 
m ucli pains and he as skillful as a good fisher­ 
m an would to hook and land a tro u t.” 
n o w TO GROW WISER. 
“ W hen you m eet aud talk over y o u r ex­ 
periences you will learn m uch; you will grow 
wiser. 
Som ebody s a y s ‘ H ere is a difficulty 
in my w ay.’ 
A nother poison says ‘ 1 had a 
sim ilar difficulty. 
T his is the w ay I over­ 
cam e it.’ 
C hurches have not been accus­ 
tom ed to this personal w ork, aud yet a great 
deal 
has 
been 
accom plished. 
T here 
is 
abundant 
prom ise 
that 
results 
will 
follow 
w hen 
we 
become 
thoroughly 
trained and experienced. 
T here m ust be pa­ 
tience and perseverance. 
One visit m ay not 
bring people to church. 
It may not be the 
second or the tw elfth visit. 
In one tow n the 
nineteenth m onthly 
visitation brought 38 
families to churches. 
Even 18 visits dill not 
suffice. 
T he nineteenth did it. 
I rem em ber 
once that I w orked upon a large lum p of 
coal to break it. 
I struck it hard enough to 
break it all to pieces. 
It d idn't break. 
I 
struck it again and again w ithout success. 
I 
was surprised. 
L began to count the blows. 
A t the tw entieth blow ii went into hundreds 
of pieces. T he tw entieth blow was no harder 
than ti»e others. The others did ju st as m uch 
w ork, though not so visible as the last blow. 
T he process of disintegration w as going on. 
T he sam e w ith this w ork.

THE SPIRIT OF THE WORK. 
“ I w ill nowr speak of the spirit of the 
w ork. 
T he spirit in w hich it is to be u n d er­ 
taken. 
It is sim ply the spirit of C hrist, and 
th at is the spirit of love. 
T he great disease 
of the w orld is selfishness. 
T he only rem edy 
for selfishness is love. 
T he hum an heart is 
naturally a great w hirlpool that seeks to draw 
everything into itself. 
God wants to reverse 
the movem ent, and m ake it a fountain that 
w ill throw out a benediction and blessing to 
all. 
Love is the only rem edy for the w o rld ’s 
great disease, sin.

U nregeneraled 
people are selfish. 
It m ay be cultivated sel­ 
fishness or a gross selfishness. 
It m ay l»e a 
near-sighted selfishness or a keen-eyed selfish­ 
ness. 
lin t it is selfishness. 
E verything is 
m ade to serve the interests of self. 
I t is m y 
w ill I am seeking. 
I am pleasing m yself.” 
THE REMEDY. 
“ T he rem edy is to bring men un d er the 
will of God. 
How are we to convince (hose 
who do not believe C hristian people are d is­ 
interested—th a t there is such a thing as real 
love? 
T he reason why the world does not 
believe in it to-day is because they see on the 
part of C hristian people very little evidence 
of self-sacrifice. 
T hey do not see the proof 
of that love in lives of self-sacrifice. 
C hrist 
H im self had to sacrifice in order to convince 
men of H is love, and the servant »>. not 
greater than his Lord. 
W e are trying to do 
good, giving sum s of m oney to organize 
missions, but th at does not dem onstrate our 
love. 
W e m ust give ourselves. 
T here is no 
other way. 
N othing else will convince them 
that we love.

T h e W e st S h o re R a ilro a d T u n n e l a ll R ig h t 
A g a in - R a th e r a F a n n y S to ry . 
Ten new coaches have been received by the 
New-York Central Railroad. 
The Marlborough correspondent of The 
F reeman writes : The trestle bridges on the 
West Shore Railroad south of this village will 
be filled in with gravel from the Harris bank. 
The first West Shore Railroad train to pa*s 
through the repaired West Point tunnel was 
that which left New-York City at 3:40 
o’clock on Sunday morning, for Albany. 
When the train reached the mouth of the 
tunnel it was held for about 40 minutes, as 
construction cars loaded with the last of the 
debris had not yet been removed.

tendent Brad field had a large force rtf men 
working all night to complete the work be

through. 
The new arch is a substantial one. 
Civil engineers who made a close inspection 
of the work yesterday say it has been thor 
oughly done, and that there is no possibility 
of another cave-in occurring. 
A dispatch 
from Newburgh to-day stated: Traius are 
now running regularly on the West Shore 
Road, repairs to the West Point tunnel hav­ 
ing been completed. 
From midnight Satur­ 
day to midnight Sunday 42 trains passed 
through the tunnel. 
The New- Y‘>rk ITerahl of to-day prints this 
funny story, as “ railroad news : ’’ 
A corps of engineers, with A. Graut Childs, of 
Kondout. a t the head, t*-gan List week the work of 
m aking surveys for the proposed new railroad be­ 
tween the Ontario á Western line, at Hancock. N, 
Y., and the Lackawanna coal Helds near Carbon 
dale. Pa 
The distance between these points is 
about 31 miles, and the route is claimed to show 
easy lines of grading. The building of the road is 
the revival of an old project, which is said to have 
had at one tim e the backing of the Erie Railroad 
Company, and for which a charter was obtained 
from the Pennsylvania Legislature. The Ontario & 
W estern Company recently s>-cured the original 
surveys 
and 
profile, 
which

guides in Engineer Childs' present work. The 
Ontario & 
Western officials are reticent con 
cerning their plans. 
It would appear, however 
th at the Company has entered seriously upon the 
woik of building a branch from its main line at 
Hancock to the Lackawanna Valley, with the pur 
pose of securing for its road a share of the enor 
mous coal traffic between that region and New-York 
and New-Kngland. Ih e Company can count upon 
heavy coal-carrying trade all along its northern 
line to Oswego, while it will have advantageous 
fiew-England connections via. the Poughkeepsie 
Bridge Railroad at Campbell Hall Junction. It 
said th at the Ulster & Delaware Railroad, of which 
Thomas Cornell is President, i« also interested in 
building the Carbondale branch. The complete 
scheme is reported to include the extension of Mr. 
Cornell's road from Stam ford to a junction with the 
Ontario & Western at Delhi, thus opening up an ad­ 
vantageous coal-carrying route, independent of the 
Delaware & Hudson Canal Company, between the 
Lackaw anna coal fields and the Hudson River at 
Rondout.

Workers of the Evangelical Alliance had 
a field day in this City on 8unday. Mass 
meetings were held in the Wurts Street 
Presbyterian Church, in the forenoon, in the 
Albany-Avenue Baptist Church, in the after­ 
noon and in the First Reformed Church in 
the evening. 
Workers from places along the 
Hudson River and from points in the interior 
of the State, where local branehes of the Alli­ 
ance have been formed, were in attendance. 
The churches and Pastors united at the meet­ 
ings aud the attendance at all three was very 
large. The Rev. Dr. Joseph Strong, Secretary 
of the Alliance for the United States, was the 
principal speaker. He pointed out that the 
work which the parent Alliance and its 
branches had undertaken to do was a mighty 
one and be believed that as far as this country 
was concerned it was destined to accomplish 
as great a change in public opinion as the 
Reformation of the Sixteenth Century. 
The 
objective 
point of 
the Alliance is to 
thoroughly canvass every town and city, and 
to induce non-church-going people to attend 
Divine service. 
In this City the organization 
is probably the most complete of any place 
of its size in the United States. The Presi­ 
dent of the local branch is the Rev. A. K. 
Fuller, Pastor of the Wurts-Street Baptist 
Church, and as there are a greater number of 
unlicensed saloons here than any other City 
of its size along the Hudson River, the work­ 
ers have their bands full. Every ward is di­ 
vided into districts. 
Each district is cared 
for by a Supervisor and a certain number of 
Visitors, and they make house to house vis 
itations. 
All the Evangelical churches here, 
one Episcopalian body excepted, are engaged 
in the work. 
It is a labor of love. There 
are no salaries paid to anybody. In some lo 
calities the labor is not altogether pleasaut 
but the workers keep at it day after day, and 
in time they may bring about what might be 
called a sort of millennium. 
This City is one 
of the first fields to be operated, and what 
has been done and is now in progress here 
will lie repeated in other towns and cities 
throughout the country. The Rev.Dr.Strong 
during the course of one address, pointed out 
that the 12,000,000 of church-going people 
in the United States by united effort could 
effect needed reform in legislation and so 
mould public opinion during the present ecn 
tury that there would lie no doubt about the 
observance of the Sabbath and the general 
uprightness of this Nation in the ages to come 
He said that the plan was so vast that to some 
it might seem to savor of the improbable, but 
but it was not so. The method of procedure had 
been carefully gone over in detail by preach 
ers an J laymen in every State. The arrange 
ments had been made quietly, carefully aud 
dispassionately. 
W&nt liad Peen done here 
cau and will be done elsewhere. The Anglo 
Saxon race, he opined, was to determine tlie 
future of Christendom in this 
century 
and nowhere else was there a wider field 
than in the United States. 
In speaking of 
the non-church going class he said that the 
saloon keepers, the Anarchists, the Ishmac 
lites whose hands are against every other 
man’s hand, etc., are to be found among 
them. 
Iu the afternoon the workers’ meet 
ing, including Supervisors and visitors from 
many [mints, was largely attended.

was filled with Christian men and women— 
over 1.000 lieing present.

irving Magee, Pastor of tiie Church, aud ihe 
Rev. Messrs. A. K. Fuller, of the Wurts 
Street 
Baptist, and 
the

Lamont, of tlie Wurts-Street M. E. Church 
took part in the opening and closing exer 
cises. 
POSSIBILITIES OF THE FUTURE. 
The Rev. A. K. Fuller, President of the 
Local Branch of Evangelical Alliance, after 
alluding to the progress already made in tin 
work in this City, said there wire great pos 
sibilities for accomplishing still grander re­ 
sults. 
In order to work intelligently it 
would he well to hear about the needs of the 
work and the proper methods to lie employed. 
“ It gives me great pleasure,” said Mr. Full­ 
er, “ to introduce to you and to welcome to 
our City the Rev. Dr. Josiah Strong, the Sec­ 
retary of the Evangelical Alliance of the 
United States.” 


THE REV. DR. STRONG'S ADDRESS. 
The Rev. Dr. Strong spoke substantially 
as follows : “ This movement, which has been 
so pleasingly inaugurated in your City, is as 
broad as the United Slates and as broad as 
the needs which led to its inception. Forty 
years ago, when the discovery of gold in 
California induced men to leave their pleas­ 
ant homes and brave the dangers of the 
mountain pass, the raging torrent! the treach­ 
erous Mormon and the savage Indian, they 
provided themselves with safeguards by learn­ 
ing what they could about those dangers and 
how best to avoid them. 
We, as a Nation, 
are journeying along prosperously, and see 
the mountain tops of difficulty only at long 
range; hut a time is fast approaclúng which 
will call for the highest Christian coarage.” 
NOT A PESSIMIST. 
“ I hope you will not take me as a pessi­ 
mist if 
I dwell for a short time on 
the clouds to be seen on the Christian 
horizon. 
To my mind one of deep sig­ 
nificance is the 
wide and deep discon­ 
tent which prevails among the artisan class. 
The growth of the country is marvelous. 
New railways are being built, and new cities 
and old cities are rapidly growing in popula­ 
tion, but while the growtli in population is 
fast, the growth in wealth is still faster, and 
the average artisan realizes that he is not 
sharing in the wealth which is so largely the 
result of his exertions. 
* * * ” 
WORKINGMEN INTELLIGENT. 
“ This growing discontent comes from 
making the working classes 
intelligent. 
When England received its magna charter 
only three of the barons who signed it could 
write their names. 
The other 23 w ere com­ 
pelled to make their mark. The average 
mechanic of to-day is better educated than 
the Baron of that century. 
A» you give a 
man intelligence you increase his wants. 
Through the medium of popular education 
the sons of the rich and poor stand side by 
side and their wants are the same. * * * **’ 
THE SUPREME NEED. 
“The supreme need of our Nation is a thor­ 
ough knowledge of the gospel of Jesu3 
Christ. 
Now, the question is, is the Church 
of Christ living up to its possibilities ? One- 
liaif of the population of the United States, 
32,000,000 people, are 
non-attendants of 
either Protestant or Catholic churches. 
* * 
* * * * That the Christian Church has 
lost its hold on the masses is conceded. 
Among the non-church goers arc criminals. 
While the population increases 30 per cent, 
the criminal class increases 80 per cent. 
Among the non-church-goers are also the 
pauper class and the Anarchists. 
Among 
them also are the saloon-keepers, the Ish- 
maelites of society.” 
THE POWER OF THE SALOON 
“We are all aware of the power of the sa­ 
loon-keeper in the politicsof New-York City, 
and thus in the State and in the Nation and the 
perils which,through this mighty power,assail 
the Christian Church. 
Another cloud is the 
chasm which separates the Christian Church 
from the masses and this chasms needs to be 
bridged.” 
CASTE IN CHURCHES.

The omission of Senator Ingalls from the 
list of invited guests at President Cleveland's 
last Cabinet dinner is the very first solac e that 
the IhDDcrats have realized for their bad de 
f 
feat iu NovemlxT, and they are making the 
moat of it. 
Ingalls is charged with having 
abused the President in vulgar and malicious 
terms, and it electrifies the party even in these 
last days to sec the Great Defeated “ get his 
back up.” Nevertheless, the affair is not 
going to breed a revolution. 
Mr. Cleveland 
will go quietly out of office in March, aud 
Mr. Ingalls will be allowed with equal quiet­ 
ness and peace to remain in the Senate.

The delight of the noise and 
rush of battle nnd the rough adventures of 
the march and the bivouac w ere like au opium 
eater’s dream to the country lawyer whose 
life theretofore had know n no more variation 
than that of a treadmill. 
Out of this single enthusiasm of a dull life­ 
time came the tenderness which lias ever 
since animated all Gen. Harrison’s feelings 
toward soldiers.

Society ought to 
be permeated with Christian intiut noes and 
built upon Christian principles. 
The pecu­ 
liar work of the church In this generation be­ 
comes necessary, and will remain our work 
until it is finished. 
It is to apply those teach­ 
ings of the word of Christ to society—to the 
life of the com m unity. 
This is one of the 
great aims of the Alliance. 
The most intelli­ 
gent Christian men of the community are 
brought together. 
They study the problems 
of their ow n town.

vasser that they are church goers. 
A Pastor 
of a church in New-York, the other day, 


visited a family and Inquired if they wore 
church goers.

‘We go to a Baptist Church over (lie 
w ay.’ 
‘Do you H it*ud regularly?’ 
Yes.’ 
‘Well, I am Pastor of that churel), and I 
have not recognized your faces.’

Some of the regular church goers 
have found it was 14 years since they last 
went to church. 
There must he repeated 
visitations.

Exert your in ll lienee 
indirectly as well as directly. 
Use wisdom 
and tact. 
Show good common sense. When 
the heart is full of Christ the lips will not 
make many blunders. 
If you cannot reach 
them seek sonic one who can resell them. 
Make the question a study. 
You niust know 
facts Hist botte upon their lives. 
Take as 
much pains and Ik* as skillful as a good fisher­ 
man would to hook aud land u trout.” 


n o w TO OROW WISER. 
“ When you meet and talk over your ex­ 
periences you will learn much; you will grow 
wiser. 
Somebody says ‘ Here is a difficulty 
in my way.’ 
Another poison says ' I had a 
similar difficulty. 
This is the way I over­ 
came it.’

One visit may not 
bring people to church.

The nineteenth did it. 
I rcmcuilier 
once that I worked U|*on a large lum p of 
coal to break it.

We are trying to do

Workers of the Evangelical Alliance had 
a field day in this City on Sunday. 
Ma** 
meetings were held in 
the Wurt* Street 
Presbyterian Church, in the forenoon, iu the 
Albany-Avenue Baptist Church, in the after­ 
noon and in the First Reformed Church in 
the evening. 
Worker* from pisces along the 
Hudson River and from point* in the interior 
of the Slate, where lt*eal branches of the Alli­ 
ance have teen funned, were in attendance. 
The churches and Pastors united al the meet­ 
ings and the attendance at all three wa* very- 
large The Rev. Dr. Joseph Strong, Secretary 
of the Alliance for the United State*, was the 
principal speaker. 
He pointed out that the 
work which the parent Alliance and its 
branches had undertaken to do was a mighty 
one and he believed that as far as this country 
was concerned it was destined to accomplish 
as great a change in public opinion as the 
Reformation of the Sixteenth Century. 
The 
objective 
point of 
the Alliance is lo 
thoroughly canvass every town and city, and 
to induce non church going people to attend 
Divine service. 
In this City the organization 
is probably tho most compfete of any place 
of its size in the United States. 
The Presi­ 
dent of the local branch is the Rev. A. K. 
Fuller, Pastor of the Wurts-Street Baptist 
Church, nnd as there are a greater numter of 
unlicensed saloons here than any other City 
of its size along the Hudson River, the work 
ers have their bands full. 
Every ward is di 
vided into districts. 
Each distinct is eared 
for by a Supervisor and a certain number of 
Visitors, and they make house to house vis­ 
itations. 
All the Evangelical church* s here, 
one Episcopalian laxly excepted, are engaged 
in the work. 
It is a later of love. 
There 
are no salaries paid to anybody. 
In some lo­ 
calities the labor is not altogether pleasant, 
but the workers keep at It day after day, ami 
in time they may bring about w hat might be 
called a sort of millennium. 
This City is one 
of the first fields to te operated, and what 
ba* been done and is now in progress here 
will In* repeated in other towns and cities 
throughout the country. The Rev. Dr.Strong, 
during the course of one address, pointed out 
that the 12.000,000 of church going people 
in the United Stat) * bv united effort could 
effect needed reform in legislation and so 
mould public opinion during the present cen 
tory that there would te no doubt about the 
observance of the Sabbath and the general 
uprightness of this Nation in the ages to come.

dispassionately.
